The illuKiraied iiisiitry uf tbe hump¬ 
back is portk-uflnrly iutert-stiug lu the 
clear •lemonstratiun of tbe proi-essM of 
evolution from the egg. The tenth stage 
shows the eye* and fish in the egg; the 
eleventh the fish just emerging frt>m 
the egg with tbe egg skin adhering; the 
twelfth shows the fisli taking-form, with 
tbe egg sack still altachetf, this gradual¬ 
ly <Nminitdiing Into the abdomen of tbe 
young fish, which when ready for Ktiera- 
tiiMi ia usually of a length of alrout one 
and a half inchi-*.

TIio cvmlition of affAiro la lUusU ia 
wrious enooffh, but the rcrolutiouar^ 
Ht'affe has not tM*en reached. What citi 
an ignorant, practically unarmed, mob 
hope to accorapUsh agaimt the diaoipUn- 
tHl forcea of the ,Czar, equipped with, 
modem artilkry and small amw? Tlia 
tiprusng has l>eoo confined to tho ranks 
of a comparatively few workmen in St. 
Petersburg. The ma.saes acattered 
throughout the immense territories of the 
empire are uo doubt conaciona In a dull, 
borine fashion that they are oppreasod 
beyond endurance. But they have uo 
conception^ of redress or relief except at 
tho hands and w*ith the goodwill of their 
rulers. The Russian peasantry, if they 
are to attain fr%>edom by violence must be 
preparwl (or an uprising by years of 
l>atlent educaUonal work. They cannot 
be infiamed into revolt as were the more 
TolatUe and reaourc«*ful Frenchmen of 
more than a century ago. Bc^idee, in 
those days the soldier had not so grent 
and manifest advantages over the civ¬ 
ilian. What hope is there of a mighty 
flame of revolutionary fire swee|>ing 
across Rus.sin from her Asiatic conSm^ 
t‘o her Buropran bonndariea nod bhisting 
with consuming breath every vestige of 
the bureaucratic, oppressive, and intoler¬ 
able system? The i>easantry will never | 
actiiev^ their freedom in that way. 

Of course, there is the possibiUty in 
the case of Rus.sia that leaden may be 
in«pire<l by the hearfless hatcheries of 
the officials of Osardom to cross over and 
espouse the cause of the pi-oirfe, taking 
their military following with them. 
That is the only derelopmeiit officialih»m 
has to dread. An unarmed mob is soon 
disposed of. A couple of volleys ami it 
melts away, to rise again perhaps within 
a year and be crushed in the usual man¬ 
ner. Divide the military resources and 
tho doom of the despotism U sealeil. 
Flowever, there is little hope for rt^ief 
in any such development. The aristo- 
i craey, who coutrol the situation, are too

After nearly half a century of agiW- ^ 
tion tho Indian reserve question, appar¬ 
ently. is uo nearer a settlement than it , 
was in tbe days of the late Sir James * 
Douglas. Reams of ^laper have been j 
covered by the pens of argumentartive ' 
ready writers and thh highly technical 
opinious of learned gentlemen on this In¬ 
terminable issue ot iimntcipal life, and 
apparently the products of a moilem 
paper mill will bo wasted and the at¬ 
mosphere disturiKd hy another genera¬ 
tion of gifted public speakeiw ere tbe In- 
ilinns c^^e Soughees reserve rfiall c»*a80 
from trou-bliQg this ambitious communi¬ 
ty. It do«*a not n^quire the eye of a very 
imaginativo person to see in the mists of 
the future a wildemcos of shacks doso- 
lately enscoosed in the midst of a bust¬ 
ling city of hundroiis of thousands of 
people, aud from this abode of desola¬ 
tion rising at irregular periods the weird 
chant of the “Siwash lady" mourning 
her dead as one that refuses to be com¬ 
fort M. Hut while the individual goes 
the way *»f all flesh, original or aboripn- 
al. the tribe tires on and reflects proudly 
upon tlie strength of the imprefnable 
citadel it has erected in tbe midet of a 
city of am»gant invaders wBose ptond 
i>on8t has been tihat no barriers were 
slroug enough to stay the mart-fa of prog¬ 
ress. 

Truly in this cause celebre muUipIica- 
‘^tioD of words and of arguments baa but 
created confusion and stifled action. A 
fow months ago we were told by a cabi¬ 
net minister that we had but to display 
evidences of sincerity of purpose in order 
to command succeea. There 4a no qne»- 
tiou as to the earnestness of the people 
on the subject. But there is just a little 
dotAtt that there are influencea secretly 
operating to prevent a settiemept that 
will not accrue to the advantage of peo¬ 
ple not understood to be members of the 
tribe. Our representatives at Ottawa 
have performed their part. The federal 
government has announced the terms up¬ 
on which,': as trustees for the Indians, It 
will assent to their removal, Tbe condi¬ 
tions are as simple as anything could be. 
We must secure the assent of the people 
who. next to oursblves, are,chiefly inter¬ 
ested in this matter. Perhaps we should 
modify this statement, and say those who 
appear to bo principally Interwted in tho 
transfer. Tho Indians, as is eminently 
right and proper, must he mtisfied with 
the place prepared for tliem before thetr 
guardians will cooaeot to the act of ex¬ 
propriation. The provincial government, 
for reasons tiiat do not appear on tbe 
enrface. will make no effort to find a 
reaerve that will meet with the approval 
of the Indians. One place only. It is 
umlerstooil. has been offercvl them. That 
they will not accept. Are all negotia¬ 
tions to be considered! at an end until 
time mellows and modifies the senti- 
meuts of the Hongbeea? 

Of one thing we are quite sure in 
relation to this mystery of mnnicipal 
mysteries. The Dominion government, 
on the advice of its agento who jealously 
guard! tho interests of tbe Indians, has 
signified tbe terms upon which it will 
ciihsent to the desire of the people of 
Victoria in relation to the Songhees re¬ 
serve. There will be no deviation from 
those terms. No legislation will be pase- 
ed for the purpose of “dispossessing” the 
iHbesoen of their holdings. If the pro- 
vincial aothoritien do their duty, if the 
intermettiary Influences can be disaipat- 
«d. and the land pasaaa into the bands of 
ths municlpaUty or corporations or pri¬ 
vate parties, there will be no difficulty. If 
it be found necessary, to secure Isglala- 
tioB -which uill eleer up any doubts aa 
to titles. But to postpone-actMMi on Ae 
p ift that nothing can validly be done 
ontU concurrent legtolatioB can be

Ueferring to tbe trip of the Grafton on 
her bomewart) voyage, the Naval and 
Military Uecortl says: ’’When the Grof- 
ton left EniuiuMlt, B. C.. on November 
Rth, turning over the commodore and bit 
broad p^inant to the Bonnventore, and 
exchanging several other otflcers. at less 
than 48 hours’ notice, with the object of 
reaching England in 55 days, many had 
their doubts about the successful accom¬ 
plishment of tbe programme. Htearoing 
a distance of 15.0G0 miles meant empty¬ 
ing and refilling the coal bunkers with 
about 1.2D0 tout of'coal fodr times, and 
to make up for the delay which this oc¬ 
casioned involved continuous steaming of 
over 3(X) miles a day for 47 days, and 
two runs through the tropics. There Is 
no esse on record of a warshifC^ having 
accompHshed such a task. But the ar¬ 
rival of tbe Graftoo at Kpirhead on Fri¬ 
day last showed that It could be done, 
and placcHl another record to her account, 
even though her steaming days sctm 
reachiMl a solhl 24 hours, as a good por¬ 
tion of an hour out of each had to l»e 
sorrendcrwl, to make up for the differ¬ 
ence of time. The «'oaIing averagt-s, too. 
were ao mean performances, as the ac- 
conq)an3ing figures will show: Acapulco.

Britain, you 
know, did not acquire Vancouver Island 
by conquest or cesdon, but took to It, 
on the rt'tiremenf of Npaln. as part of the 
British realm uninhabited by civiliied 
people aud to be occupied by British set- 
tlemenla. Her right to do so was chaT- 
lengiHl by the United IHates. but admit- 
fe«l by the latter hi the Oregon treaty of 
1840. Skoon afteiwards, on 13th .lann- 
ary, 1840, the crown granted the Island 
to the Hudson's Bay (>)mpaoy for col- 
onlxation purposes, with power to it to

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WHAT DO THEY MEAN? 


I To the Editor:—Tis a thousand pities, 

I air. that the meeting called last evening 
to discuss the Bonghees reserve question 
degenerated into such a farce. 

Ihe importance of arriving at a settle¬ 
ment at present time through the in- 
atrumeatality of the city appears to have 
been lost ai^t of; the principle involved 
, was made subaidary by various interests 
in confusing the details leaving tba 
whole question at the end of the meet¬ 
ing In the okl etatus. Thus after nearly 
a year of ioveotlgatiou and endeavor on 
the part of a joint committee of the board 
of trade and rity council, we hare again 
the inual barren reanlts. and why? 

I do not intend, air, in this letter to 
take up the merits and detnerita of the 
case. 1 will endeavor to do that in an¬ 
other issue; 1 desire, however, to cadi at¬ 
tention to the attitnds of soma of our 
pdblic men at that meeting, and to ask 
l>oldly why they place themqel^ea on 
record in the afflnnative and then nega¬ 
tive the same on their rota. Ia H be¬ 
cause oo record is kept ot votes nowa¬ 
days? 

Let us take a few of them In this let¬ 
ter and see if tbeir courso was conalat- 
ent. 

Mr. Pi^ struck the key-note of the 
meeting by dedaring for early settle¬ 
ment through the instrumentality of the 
city council and failed on the vote. 

Mr. Lugrin was In aycrqMithy wKh the 
tenor of the resolution, differing only in 
the presentation of detail. He would not 
take any of the oedit from the mover 
for the concise method in which the same 
was drawn op, ahowing how thoroughly 
the subject had been gone into by Mr. 

Morley. Here it would be proper ;o add 
that trath Mr. Lngrin’a and Mr. Pltta'a 
former ntterancea on this suhjrct hsd 
been cryatallixed in the reeoln*J»n, and 
they were joint fathers of the asm-* with 
Mr Morley. 

Whtf I^appened? After diatisctly tell¬ 
ing the meeting he iroold not think of 
alteriog the meaning aud purposes of the 
resolution and very favorably cooituent* 
ing upon the same. Mr. I/ugrin Intro¬ 
duced the amendment that killed the 
goose. 

II. D, Helmcketi could oee In Mr. 
ilorley’s reeolutJona history repeating 
itaelf, and Instanced hit efforts in the 
legislaturo to bring the Dominion and 
IVovioclal governments and tbeir wards, 
the Indiana, together <k> theqaeatioo. Ho 
could not agree with the ^nciple of 
legislating the lodians out of their rights 
hy taking the measures suggested by the 
city barrister, which meant confiscation* 
first and Indemnitr after. He was in 
favor (and here the resolution should 
hare appealed to him) of fg>edfying a 
snm in settlemi-iit. Thlt the Indians 
could ooderstand, and aueh a rourte 
would he only fair and josL He. It ia 
needless to say. did not rote right. 

A. G. Mc^adieas, another speak¬ 
er. thought the city would have a very 
good thing indeed if they were able to 
dispose of tho reserve on the terms em¬ 
bodied in the resoltrtioD. Her** he re- 
roindwl everyone preiwnt that with all 
the discasaiona that bad taken place 
they did not undierstand the question, or. 
know what they were talking about. He 
bad his doubts whether settlement could 
be effected In the method proposes). At 
any rate be did not think it worth hla 
while to try, and voted agalirst the meas¬ 
ure.

Indian “settlenoents” was forhiddeo by 
the colonial bind laws. Tltia fewTally 
was the aitnaiioo up to Oonfe^ation 
with Canada. The familiar 13th article 
of the Terms of Union (ben dealt with 
the Indian lanrh. Tho title to theea 
lands remained In the crow n , but the 
question arose soon whether the title 
was In the crown “In right of the Dorn- 
Inion” or in the crown “In right of the 
province.” 

It appears from the said article that 
the lands were to be In the ctowd in 
right of the Dominion io trust for the 
use and benefit—“benefif,” observe, aa 
well as “use”—and that to effectuate 
this the prorince had to codvct the 
necesaaiF areas to the Dominion. Noth¬ 
ing to Mid specifletlly aa to the dUpoai- 
tioD of particular lands fhat might, for 
any reason, cease to be occupied or used 
by the Indiana. Presamably. the Domin¬ 
ion trustee would be entitled to deal 
wHh aoch lands for the “benefit” of the 
Indiana in general, until the trust aboahl 
fail owing to the total dlMppearanee of 
the beneficiaries. 

But. subsequently, the two gorem- 
metvts arranged (hat the arm of the 
land of an Indian “nation” (whatever 
that terra may mean) should bMr a fair 
)>n>portioQ to the members occupying It, 
aod that any land taken off a r c a c fv o 
should belong to the province. Tlie dif¬ 
ficulty of carrying out such an arrange¬ 
ment must be considerable, but I point 
out that whether wise or unwise, tha 
arrangement would require leglalalloo to 
make It valid. It ia Incompefent fqr gov¬ 
ernments of the day to set s^, or 
alter, the terms of anion aa to any mat¬ 
ter.

This is prac¬ 
tically awured as W. H. Lucas, who is 
prominent in sporting circles all along 
tbe IMcific coast, has just completed a 
tour of Spokane, Helena, Butte, Bel¬ 
lingham, Vancouver and Victoria—tfae 
cities it is proposed shall enter teams in 
tbe new league—and reports that his 
suggestion has everywhere been received 
with gratifiiDg enthusiasm. Ur. Lucas 
thinks that such an organisation can be 
made a financial snccess by means of an 
arraDgement which he has submitted for 
the consideration of prominent bosineaa 
men of each of the iHaces mentioned. 
Briefly it is that tbe gate and grand 
stand receipts fOr each of tbe scheduled 
matches be divided equally between the 
contesting teams after the usual deduc- 
tkxn of 10 per cent, towards a reserve 
fum] to defray iDcidental expenditares 
necessary. In this way, Mr. Lucas ex¬ 
plain#, the larger cities will help out the 
smaller ones, thus putting all on an 
equal basis as far as finances are con¬ 
cerned. 

Mr. lAicas wns in tlie city on Satur¬ 
day. While here he Interviewed A. T. 
Goward, manager of the B. C. Electric 
Iluilway Company: H. 'iWilte. formerly 
manager of the Victoria baseball team; 
8. Jones, proprietor of the Dominion 
hotel, and other promroent citiseos. All 
agroed that hi# proposition is tbe best 
that has been submitted in favor of the 
introduction of professional ball up to 
tbe present. As it puts Victoria on the 
same standing financially as other teams 
there are uo greater risk# lii entering 
than tbe letter undertake, while the'ad- 
vantages, outside of tbe number of ex- 
eeUent exhibitions iJayed here during the 
season, would be numerous.
